AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 

COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 

FLORIDA, REPEALING ORDINANCE NO.’S 98-64, 95- 

40, 90-44, 89-25, 86-34, 75-2, AND 72-6, AS CODIFIED 

IN SECTION 2-136 OF THE CODE OF LAWS AND 

ORDINANCES RELATING TO PALM BEACH 

COUNTY GOVERNMENT, ENTITLED THE PALM 

BEACH COUNTY TUITION REFUND ORDINANCE; 

WHICH ESTABLISHED UNIFORM POLICIES FOR 

THE TUITION REFUND PROGRAM; PROVIDING 

FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING 

FORSEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION 

IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND 

PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, 
Florida determined that it is in the public interest to provide for improved efficiency and 
productivity of County employees: and 

WHEREAS. the Board of County Commissioners established a Tuition 
Refund Program for its employees through the enactment of Ordinance No. 72-6 as amended 
by Ordinance No.’s 75-2. 86-34. 89-25, 90-44, 95-40, and 98-64; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners now wishes to repeal the 
referenced ordinances relating to the Tuition Refund Ordinance and to re-establish the 
program under the authority of PPM #CWP-008. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF 
COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 
SECTION 1. REPEALER: 

Ordinance No.’s 72-6, 75-2, 86-34. 89-25, 90-44, 95-40. and 98-64 are 
hereby repealed. 
SECTION 2. SAVINGS CLAUSE: 

Any and all actions taken under the Ordinances referenced in Section I are 
hereby preserved and may be enforced. 
SECTION 3. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: 


All local laws and ordinances in conflict with any provisions of this 


Ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 
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SECTION 4. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES: 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall be come and be made a part of the 
Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County. Florida. The sections of this 
Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word “ordinance™ 
may be changed to “section.” “article,” or other appropriate word. 
SECTION 5. EFFECTIVE DATE: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon filing with the 
Department of State.
